This was Allen’s seedling K-41 and has make quite a name for itself. Here 
is a report,from Connecticut. J. R. Larus says, ‘We had 6 bulbs, cut 3 spikes for 
the West Massachusetts show on August 7. Was given award of merit. All 
spikes had perfect placement without flecking."’ As with all glads, different 
soils and different parts of the country, the results differ. Here are the two faults 
found with this glad. Some flecking, lower floret sometimes misplaced. 

We like Sparkle better than Spic and Span because it is larger, has more 
snap or sparkling sheen. Opens well in water. 

N.A.G.C. trial grounds give Sparkle a fair to good report. Colcr comment 
fair to good, beautifully ruffled, rich. ? 

The color is pinkish salmon, florets 5¥2 to 7% inches ruffled, opens 6 to.8 
on a 18 to 22 bud spike that is always straight. Flowerhead 26 to 29 inches. 
Height in field 52 to 58 inches, foliage deep green and tall. Plenty of bulblets 
that germinate extra good.

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color, really bring premium prices then. It likes cool nights that come with 
early growing. I find it too vigorous, too demanding, in its urge to sprout, to 
advise keeping for late planting, unless you are properly equipped with cold 
storage. This Glad will make its own way in the commercial world. Once 
you see it from medium or young large bulbs. While it will bloom from bulblets 
I do not advise anything under mediums for your early bloom. From proper 
size bulbs, planted early, it really ‘struts its stuff’. Yes, this is the variety Dr. 
Corliss showed with Mrs. Ward's picture in his illustrated talks at various 
places. Good germinator, tall grower.

It produces 
bulblets generously and they germinate readily. Being a grandchild of Picardy, 
Keepsake will produce some crooked spikes and a small percentage of mis- 
placed florets. A Florida grower and a California wholesale grower are en- 
thusiastic about Keepsake.
